"Ug-Mr. Pryor, the able and spirited editor of the 
1 South, professes to feel very certain that 
I will be a free State and anticipates that this 
will be fearfully disastrous to the slavery 
cause in general. He says: 

As w hen a city capitulates after an obstinate and 
bloody resistance, it is delivered up to military 
license and the rage of vengeance, so will Kansas 
sutler from the excesses of the anti-slavery resent- 
ment which lias Iseen provoked in the progress of 
the recent struggle. The anti-slavery majority in 
the State, l*ing composed, not of industrious and 
law-abiding immigrants, but of the fanatical emis- 
saries of New England, enlisted and disciplined for 
the work of propagating abolitionism, will l»e im- 
pelled, as well by the circumstances of their situa- 
tion as the instincts of their nature, to press forward 
upon the career of conquest which they have initia 
ted with so signal a triumph. 

Kansas will become an outpost of abolitionism, 
garrisoned by the most relentless, adventurous, and 
fearless spirits which may be rallied in support of 
the cause. The first blow" will fall upon Missouri, 
whose frontier lies open to the ravages of the enemy, 
and whose power of resistance is enfeebled by do- 
mestic distraction and disaffection. With Illinois on 
one dank, Kansas on another, and "emancipation" 
triumphant and defiant in the heart of the State, 
Missouri will fall an easy and early prey to anti- 
•laverv propagandism. It will be so — no power can 
preverit the catastrophe— if Kansas is lost to the 
South. 

But that is not all, or the worst. The anti-slavery 
movement will increase in momentum at each step 
of its progress; for every success will multiply its 
resources, and stimulate it to yet more audacious 
enterprises. From the vantage ground of Kansas, 
it will be enabled to subdue slavery in Missouri. 
The conquest of Missouri will open the way through 
Kentucky and Tennessee, to the stronghold of slave- 
rv in the Atlantic States of the South. 
" Meanwhile, other alsjlition forces from New Eng- 
land, in the disguise of free lalior colonies, will be 
operating directly upon Maryland and Virginia; and 
so hemmed in by a constantly contracting circle, 
slaverv must ultimately expire of its own internal 
pressure and suffocating weight, even if it does not 
first fall under some assault of violence. 

This is no hazardous prophecy. It is only tracing 
the connexion between visible causes and inevitable 
effects. Such is the doom of slavery unless the 
South resolve in season to intercept the catastrophe, 
by some adequate measure of protection. What is 
that? 

The editor does not answer his own question as to 
the adequate measure of protection. We presume 
however that his hint is at a dissolution of the 
Union. He may rest well assured that Kentucky 
and Missouri would not go with him in favor of any 
such insane policy, for they could not fail to see 
that a dissolution of the Union would go to exter- 
minate slaverv- within their limits rather than to 
protect aud maintain it. 

For our own part we do not exactly see how the 
making of Kansas a free State would destroy slave- 
ry in Missouri. Missouri's Kansas frontier is 
nearly so extensive as her Illinois frontier and not 
more extensive than her Iowa frontier, and we sup- 
pose that Illinois and Iowa abolitionists are nearly 
; as any other abolitionists.

MtSICAL SOIRKK AT REV. Mr. BeCKET'S. — 

We were present on Friday night at a very de- 
lightful musical entertainment given by the pupiU of 
Mr. Hast at the school of Rev. Mr. Becket in the 
country.

law upon which the three slaves on trial were ac- 
quitted was not a statute law of Kentucky, but a 
portion of the ancient common law of the country 
from whence our jurisprudence is derived. We are 
since informed that the law complained of is to lie 
found in our criminal code of practice, and that its 
provision renders the testimony of an accomplice 
insufficient to convict, unless it is corroborated br- 
other evidence tending to connect the accused with 
the commission of the crime with which they stand 
charged. It was in this corroboration that the tes- 
timony on the part of the Commonwealth in the late 
trial of the four negroes here for murder failed, 
Neither the court nor the jury are in any degree 
responsible for the acquittal under the law, both 
being sworn to execute it as it is written, and not as 
the community would desire it to be in any given 
case.

The former's killed threi Indians and 
captured live, and the hitter's captn-ed one squaw 
and her child. The Indians are supposed to be in a 
starving condition. The guns which have been taken 
away from them in their late fights are in a worthless 
CDndition. stocked by themselves, with the barrels 
tied into the stocks, the locks tied on to the barrels, 
and the dint tied into the hammer; nnd it is said 
they will miss fire nine times out of ten. The vol- 
unteers destroyed all their provision corn, &c, the 
past summer, and they can get nothing to subsist on 
but what they kill with those poor guns, which is 
but little. It is rumored that General Billy Bowlegs 
is dead. 

A Novel Scit. — Legal proceedings have been 
commenced against the city of Chicago by Messrs. 
Pahlman, P.osseter & Smith, for the recovery of al- 
leged damages in loss of property by a tire which 
not ftng ago destroyed the drying house at their pail 
factory, on which occasion, as they allege, the tire 
companies present were instructed by the chief engi- 
neer not to operaie their machines to protect the 
property of the linn, because upon a previous occa- 
sion no acknowledgment had been made of the ser- 
vices of the department, in tha shaps of a douation, 
when a former dry house was destroyed and the other 
buildings with dirticulty s«ved from destruction. 

Pennsylvania Plt.lic Works. — It has Iseen 
announced that both Houses of tlie Legislature of 
Pennsylvania had passed the bill for the sale of the 
main line of the public works, extending from Phil- 
adelphia to Pittsburg. The price to he p.iid i» 
$7,500,000; but if the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany should buy it, as they probably will do, they 
shall pay l*sides the sum of $1,500,000 in five i*r 
cent, bonds. In consideration of this extra charge 
they are to be released from all taxes on tonnage as 
well as their property, except for city, borough, 
county, township, or school purposes.

TnE Crops.— The Chicago Press says: 
In Southern Illinois the wheat crop never looked better- 
there is scarcely a poor pie-e to be found. There is also a 
much larger breadth sown than formerly. The winter 
wheat in some sections of Central Illinois U not so promis- 
ing, yet much better than was anticipated a few week since. 
Those fields put in with the drill are generally good. Large 
quantities of spring w heat were being put in, and theuuau- 
fitv would have tKien still larger but for the scarcity or seed 

a great many having had to sow barley where wheat was 

intended. In Bike county aud other portions of Central 
Illinois, the farmers have suffered much on account of the 
drought. 

In both Central and Southern Illinois the prospect of a 
fruit crop is good— apples and peaches especially. 

The crop of winter wheat by way of the Dixon Air-Line 
and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad is looking 
fine, and will come in good. Spring wheat and oats have a 
promising look, and will make an excellent crop.

The fruit trees of all kiuds in this vicinity promises an 
abundant bloom, and it is not a little singular, that after 
the severest winter known for a long series of years, the 
peach trees have come out in tine order, the buds plump, 
healthy, and vigorous, and just ready now to brust into

The News by the Gkorc;e Law.— The dates 
from San Francisco received by this steamer are to 
the 20th ult. The news possesses but little interest. 
We give the most important items: 

A bill providing for the payment of the State 
debt had passed the Senate of California by a vote 
of 22 to 2. A tumor had reach d San Francisco from 
Carson Valley that Bri^ham Young had l*»en com- 
pelled to fly from Salt Lake City to save himself from 
assassination. The difficulty arose from matters re- 
lating to the administration ti the church property. 
A Company had been organized in San Francisco for 
the purpose of establishing a new line of steamships 
between that port and N^w York city. The new 
company propose to convey passengers" through for 
$150 in the cabin, and $jo in the second cabin. The 
preseut rates of fare are $250 for a first class pas- 
sage, $200 for second cabin, and $150 for the steer- 
age. The United States District Court at San Fran- • 
cisco had decided the case between Gartison and 
Yanderbllt. requiring the former to deliver to the 
latter the steamships Cortes, Pacific, Brother Jona- 
than, and I'ncle Sam, belonging to the Accessory 
Transit Company. 

Except in the southern portion of the State, where 
they have suffered from want <>f rain, the weatuer 
lias been highly favorable to the business of mining, 
as well a^ the growth of thejincoming crop, which 
now- promises to be extensive and prolific beyond 
precedent. In regard to mining operations, we have 
only to repeat what we have before said, more gold 
will I* taken out of our placers during the four or 
five months ending with April, than has ever jeen 
gathered during the like period before. Not only 
will a larger aggregate amount l>e extracted, but 
we believe we may assert there will l»e better wages 
realized to the hand, taking the mining community 
as a whole, than ever before. 

The testimony in the impeachment case of Comp- 
troller Whitman has been closed, and the same sub- 
mitted for decision. A conviction is hardlv looked 
for, since the attendance of Willis, his former clerl., 
has not been secured. 

Cases of insanity and suicide still continue to l>e 
of frequent occurrence in all parts of the State. 

A report was prevalent in Carson Valley to the 
effect that a serious dissension had arisen among the 
Saints at Salt Lake Citv. It is said that Bri^ham 
Young has been compelled to riee the citv, to save 
himself from the fury of bis flock. The difficulty 
had its origin iu matters relating to the administra- 
tion cf the church property, we Mlm 

Ortgim Territory. — The late winter has been 
more stormy and the snow deeper than ever before 
known; yet it is said that the ice has not been so 
thick as during some former seasons. It is general- 
ly thought the inhabitants will vote to adopt a State 
form of government, and a constitution prohibitory 
of slavery. The press of the Territory is warmly 
engaged in the discussion of these and kindred top- 
ics. A municipal election was soon to come off in 
Portland, whereat a union ticket was likely to be 
elected. There continued to be much disaffection 
amongst the Indians in various parts of the Territo- 
ry, and many of those gathered on the Reservations 
were longing to return to their former haunts and 
habits. The roads in all parts of the country were 
bad, owing to the late stormy weather. The steam- 
er Clinton had gone up the Willamette, as far as 
F.ugene City, in Lane county, a much higher point 
than any 1-oat had previously reached. New river 
diggings, thought to be rich and extensive, have 
lieen discovered at Flora Creek and the Forks of 
Coquil, about 30 miles from Coose Bay, Washington 
Territory. 

ttamlwtch Islands. — The most interesting event of 
the season is the arrival here, after an absence of 
seventv-one days, of the schooner Liholiho, Capt. 
John Paty, from the Island of New Nantucket, with 
a full cargo of guano. This island is in htt. 15 deg. 
N., Ion. 176 deg. 30 sec. \V., aud is the same that 
the U. S. flag-ship Independence, Com. Mervine, 
visited March 15th, 1856, in order to affirm or con- 
tradict statements that had lieen made in regard to 
the guano deposits said to exist there and on two 
other islands in the vicinity of New Nantucket. 
Capt. Paty, with very little difficulty procured a full 
cargo of the veritable deposit. He bImj visited and 
landed upon two other inlands, viz: Jerve's and 
1 lowland's Islands, in the vicinity of New Nan- 
tucket, and got specimens of guano" from them and 
erected Hag-staffs, built a small house upon each of 
them, in one of which he I ft some of his lioats and 
implements for getting off guano. The entire cargo 
is to lie shipped to New York per ship Aspasia. She 
is to leave here in a few days. 

Interesting from Nicaragua — Gen. Walker's 
Whereabouts ami Fnte—Cmjlicting Runujrs— State- 
ment of Col. Anderson. — One of our reporters on 
Wednesday evening had a few moments' conver- 
sation with Col. Frank Anderson, who came from 
Aspinwall a passenger per steamship George Law, 
aad who is still suffering some considerable in- 
convenience from the wounds and injuries he re- 
ceived at the explosion of the steamer Scott, sev- 
eral weeks since. From the Colonel we learn the 
following highly important particulars. When he 
left Aspinwall, on the 3d inst., Walker was still in 
Itivas, with some 300 men. 

A day or two previous to hb (Anderson) leaving 
the Isthmus, a letter was received from a private 
source in San Francisco, requesting General Walker 
to lie sure and be at San Juan del Sur, on the Paciti-J, 
three or four days in advance of the usual time of 
the steamer's arrival at that place from San Fran- 
cisco, but "not to have his expectations raised too 
high," and he would there find something to benefit 
him aud his cause. The Colonel also informs us that 
he heard from another source that the proposed 
"benefit"' was in the shape of a small sailing vessel 
fitted up bv private enterprise, having upwards of 
one hundred and fifty men, with a good supply of 
provisions, arms, ammunition, &c, on lioard, which 
Anderson thinks must have arrived ere this time, 
and been taken charge of by Walker or some one of 
his representatives. Col. A'nderson says that Walk- 
er, by means of spies, is enabled to keep up an ac- 
tive communication with the sloop-of-war St. Mary 
and with San Juan del Sur. By these means he 
was enabled to keep "posted up. ' 

The Colonel thinks his star is yet in the ascen- 
dant, and that the General can work himself and 
army through the enemy to San Juan at ^ 
time he chooses; but as he is still quite «asy at 
vas, he prefers for the present a 'masierlv inactivity,' 
in order to deceive the enemy as to his real intent 
and purpose until he shall have sufficiently recruit- 
ed his force to insure his success. The Colonel fur- 
ther says that he came down the river to Aspinwall 
at the same time that Lockridge's party did, but 
that he has remained on the Isthmus so as to com- 
municate with and satisfy himself of Walker's po- 
sition. From all he was" thus enabled to learn he 
gives but little credence to the report from New Or- 
leans bv telegraph that "Walker had escaped and 
taken refuge on board a man-of-war." He thinks it 
is a fabrication. 

Other Reports. — One of the officers of the George 
Law says that, on leaving Aspinwall, the report 
was current there tliat Walker was completely 
hemmed in on all sides by the enemy in Kivas, 
and that the Allies were al>out bringing their guns 
to bear upon him, in which case there would, he 
thinks, be little if any hopes for him or his men, 
of whom he had but alont 300, all told. In the 
event of this rumor being true, the telegraphic re- 
port from New Orleans may prove something i 
than a draft on the imagination, notwitL '

sworn in the circuit court this morning. We under- 
stand that thi-i jury was summoned in consequence 
«>f the late outbreaks in the city, and the viclation 
of the law by an assemblage of countymeu and 
men from other countie*, a few evening's since. 

Bullock's remarks, which we give below, 
by just indignation against law-

CentUmen of the Grand Jury: It is mude my duty 
by law, to bring to your notice, as occasion may n- 
sjnire, such matters of public interest as come with- 
in vour cognizance. t 

Sin. . vour last adjournment violations of the 
eriiiuuiil "law have occurred in this city, to which it 
is nr dutv to direct your particular attention. You 
will," no doubt, understand me as alludine to the 
forcible entrv of the public jail of the county on the 
night of the" 14th inst., by an armed mob, and the 
taking therefrom certain prisoners therein conliued. 
ind putting them to death in open defiance of the 
authority of law. 

It is not inv purpose to speak of the particulars of 
this transaction or to portray its dangerous and fear- 
ful consequences. Suffice it to say that the facts re- 
quire at \our hands a faithful, thorough, and patient 
investigation. The peace, security, and happiness 
•f Moistr. the life, lil.erty, and property of the citi- 
zen all depend upon maintaining the supremacy of 
the law. 

You need not be told, that without your co-opera- 
tion the niajcftvol the law cannot be vindicated 
n/. r public j.istice upheld. It is through you alone, 
s part of the machinery of the Government, that 
se who take the law ii> their own hands and tram- 
ple its authority in the dust can be brought to ju».- 

I doubt not that vou will address yourselves to 
this important and responsible task w ith all the zeal 
snd energv which the crisis demands. 

It is proper that I should observe that all felonies 
committed within the limits of this city are strictly 
and exclusive) v vithin the jurisdiction of this 
Court anu .-ogi.izable by you. The perpetrators of 
the outrages to which 1 have alluded, together with 
their aicersaiid abetio's. are amenable to the law. 

You inav rest assured that everv facility and all the 
means which the law affords will be placed at your 
command in furtherance of this object. 

fg" Our Canadian neighbors are having a week 
of troubles. The Hamilton Banner of Tuesday 
morning says the disclosures made by the three 
Railway Committees which are now sitting in To- 
ronto, and which are bringing to the light of day an 
amount of fraud and corruption in connection with 
railway matters, are almost inconceivable. The To- 
ronto Colonist says the great fact which has been 
dearly a-certainerl so far is, that ttiere is great need 
t>f a road to the PewtentUiry from the J'arllament 
House, which is not ytt constructed. The Colonist adds 
that, if these things are allowed to go unwhipped of 
jnstiue, then may every petty culprit in the land 
pronounce the law a tyranny, which reaches only a 
jagged coat, and never by any chance penetrates a 
carriage. On Monday afternoon the Provincial 
Hou«e of Assembly were thrown into some excite- 
ment by an alleged challenge to rao.tal combat be- 
tween Mr. ( auchon, the late Crown Lands Commis- 
sioner, and Capt. Armstrong, of Lloydtown. It ap- 
pears that the Captain made use of the words, 
"You are no gentleman," to Mr. Cauchon, where- 
upon the ex-Commissioner of Crown Lands assault- 
ed him.

71ic excitement at Kossville, Staten Island, 
New York, in relation to the new quarantine loca- 
tion, is intense. Nothing is talked about but the 
barning of the building last week, and a desire to 
wreak vengeance upon the commissioners. The 
Governor's proclamation offering a reward for the 
detection of the supposed incendiaries was torn 
down as fast as it was put up. The oyster dealers

the parties engaged in that affair.

A Paintkd Ska.— In Lieut. Habersham's Narra- 
tive of the North Pacific Survej ing and Exploring 
Expedition, entitled "My Lust Cruise," we find the 
following account of this interesting phenomenon: 

There was another subject — one of Nature's nu- 
merous phenomena — that excited both our surprise 
and admiration while anchored off Simon's Town. 

The w hole surface of the harbor would at times 
be covered by a greasy, frothy, variously -colored 
substance, that ^ave the water a mott uncleanly ap- 
pearance during the day, but which at night caused 
it to resemble a lake of molten gold. How deep it 
extended we could not tell, possibly the whole depth 
of thi harbor. 

We had observed the same phenomenon while 
approaching the coast, and had at first been at a 
loss what to attribute it to. The whole sea was 
sprinkled with the variously-hucd patches, and as 
we sailed through them we left a wake of fire that 
was apparent even under the glare of the mid-day 
sun. It was like sailing over a painted sea in the 
day time; and at night, when the seas lifted up 
their lamlient crests in all directions, the effect was 
truly grand. We subsequently attributed their ex- 
istence to the presence of vast masses of a migrating 
infusoria, the minute and phosphorescent forni3 of 
the largest of which we could readily detect in a 
drop of the water by placing it under an ordinary 
magnifier. 

And now when we again "launched out upon 
the sea" — we, and the Vincennes and the poor 
doomed Porpoise — we looked around in vain for 
those living fields — those green and golden and pur- 
ple plains — which had extended for miles around 
us and been composed of an tnfimte. manlier of licing 
animals — animals which exist only in the microsco- 
pic world, and which are of such infinitesimal di- 
mensions that tee are told five millions may pass 
through the eye of a cambric needle at the same 
time without ell>owiug each other.

bones. To ascertain the truth of the rumor, the 
father had the graves reoj>ened, and found the cof- 
fins and bodies missing. Of course this created a 
deep sensation, and we are informed that it was de- 
termined to inflict summary punishment upon Nu- 
gent; but, on visiting his house, he was found very 
sick and in a dying condition. One report says that 
he took poison," after learning tiiat his operations 
were know n to the public — and another, that he 
died from a disease contracted from frequent hand- 
ling of decomposed lwdies. 

Nugent died on Wednesday last. He made a 
statement before death that he had exhumed about 
sixteen dead bodies in Concord and elsewhere, and 
after using them (for making medicine) he burned 
the desh, coffins, and everything, to prevent detec- 
tion. His ash pile was examined and teeth and 
bones found therein. 

His theory appears to have been that a medicine 
could be made bv boiling the liver of a human being 
that would cure liver complaint; a:id so with regard 
to other diseases. We learn that Nugent was from 
Forsythe county, and had lieen living in Concord 
■t*ej| two years. He once lived in this town, we 
are informed, engaged in selling peppermint and 
cinnamon drops. Before he died he gave the names 
of three or four of his accomplices, one of whom, a 
white man named Bogus, was arrested in this place 
last w eek aud committed to jail. 

What the fellow did with the medicine he has 
been making ao one knows. He has agencies in 
Salisbury and Goldsboro, where one or more of his 
accomplices reside. 

The New Gkkxada Difficult*. — The New 
York Express of the 15th inst. says: 

It will be seen bv our special correspondence from 
Panama, to-day, that the- New Grenadians are ap- 
prehensive of a warlike demonstration from the Uni- 
ted States fleet in those waters as a sequel to the dis- 
courteous rejection of the propositions submitted by 
Messrs. Bowlin and Morse. The Government is re- 
moving arms and ammunition from Chagres to As- 
pinwall, while the natives betray a disposition to re- 
new their outrages upon the lives and property of 
American citizens. In this connection there are 
hints of further attempts to throw the railroad 
trains off the track probably with a view of posses- 
sing themselves of the specie from California. But, 
as the Isthmus, generally, is in a condition of con- 
siderable excitement, resulting from the present 
unfortunate position of affairs, it is presumed all 
these statements should be taken cum grano sails. 
At last accounts Mr. Bowlin was on his "way home. 
We hear of him last at Carthagena. The new Gov- 
ernment has just been installed at Bogota, but the 
proceedings incident to the organization are totally 
silent touching the dispute with the United States.

To the amount of $20,i>b'.j,306, should be added, 
we are assured, from three to four millions, as the 
value of unclaimed goods, now in store, "as, in many 
instances, inqiortt rs have declined making entry 
until after first July."

present dullness in trade may be looked for. It is 
quite probable that the goods in bond July first next, 
will be valued, at least, at $.'5, 000,000," exceeding 
three-fold the amount in bond one year previous. 
But those who would draw a discouraging picture 
from this fact must not forget that our markets 
must be quite bare at that time of all the leading ar- 
ticles of imports. — .V. Y. Courier and Eng. 

Risixg ix the Would. — You should bear con- 
stantly in mind that nine-tenths of us are, from the 
very nature and necessities of the world, born to 
gain our livelihood by the sweat of the brow. What 
reason have we, then, to presume that our children 
are not to do the same? If they be, as now and 
then one will be, endowed with extraordinary pow- 
ers of mind, those extraordinary powers of mind 
may have an opportunity of developing themselves; 
and, if they never have that opportunity, the harm 
is not very "great to us or to them. Nor does it hence 
follow that the descendants of laborers are always 
to be laborers. The path upward is steep and long, 
to lie sure. Industry, care, skill, excellence in the 
present parent, lay the foundation of a rise, under 
more favorable circumstances for the children. The 
children of these take another rise; and", by and by, 
the descendants of the present lal>orer become gen- 
tlemen. This is the natural progress. It is by at- 
tempting to reach the top at a single leap that so 
much misery is produced in the world. Society may 
aid in making the laborers virtuous and happy, by 
bringing children up to labor w ith steadiness, w ith 
care, and w ith skill; to show them how to do as 
many useful things as possible; to do them all in 
the best manner; to set them an example in indus- 
try, sobriety, cleanliness, and neatness; to make all 
these habitual to them, so that they never shall be 
liable to fall iuto the contrary; to let them always 
see a good living proceeding from labor, and thus to 
remove from them the temptation to get at the goods 
of others by violent and fraudulent means, and to 
keep far from their minds all the inducements to 
hypocriscy and deceit. — Cobbttt. 

A Bloody Affray— Shooting and Stabbing. 
Last night about twelve o'clock a bloody affair oc- 
curred in a coffee-house on the corner of Fifth and 
Sycamore streets, which resulted in one man being 
shot, another stabbed, and a third badly beaten. It 
appears, from what we could learn, that a gang of 
rowdies from the Thirteenth Ward went to work 
deliberately to attack the proprietor of the house, 
Joseph Dumas. They went into his establishment, 
called for liquor, and refused to pay for it. Dumas 
ordered them out, and, having a few friends present, 
a fight ensued, which resulted in the defeat of the 
assailants. They again rallied, after being rein- 
forced, and entered the house once more, when Du- 
mas was seized by the hair of his head and struck. 
A general fight then ensued. Dumas was stabbed 
severely in the right thigh and left arm by a man 
named Patrick Tiernan. He drew a pistol and shot 
several times, one ball striking Tiernan on the right 
breast. Tiernan was immediately carried off by his 
friends. Another of the belligerent party, named 
Dave Butler, was beaten over the head with a club 
or "biUy." 

Officer John Ellis arrested Dumas and Butler, and 
lodged them in the Hammond street Station House, 
where their wounds were dressed by Dr. J. Alexan- 
der. We could not understand the extent of the in- 
jury received by Tiernan. The whole matter will 
undergo an investigation before the Police Court to- 
morrow, when the full particulars of the affray will 
be develope d.— gtn. Eng.

— A New York city 
paper, speaking of the acquittal of Mrs. Cunning- 
ham, says: 

Now let 1,200 citizens meet together and start 
something that w ill in part repay this lady for the 
injur}' she has received at the hands of the city. 
She has been an object of suspicion and prejudice, 
and has been locked up for 120 davs and nights. 
*100 per day is but a small reparation for this im- 
prisonment. Let the 1,200 name the sum. It is 
only iJslO apiece, and will amount to 412,000. With 
this amount let us purchase from Ball, Black, & Co. 
a gold or silver tea, coffee or dinner service, have it 
properly inscribed and presented to Mrs. Cunning- 
ham on some public occasion. 
The Albany Atlas aud Argus remarks: 
Should Mrs. Cunningham Burdell give an heir to 
the doctor's estate (as is said to l*e not improba- 
ble), the property which would go to the two would 
console her widowhood, though probably she would 
accept the plate, also, as an additional consolation. 

A Charge of Cavalry. — The following extract 
from a letter in a Calcutta pat>cr, narrating the par- 
ticulars of the encounter between the British and 
Persian forces, gives a good idea of a charge of 
cavalry: 

When Forlies, who had commanded this regiment, 
gave the order to charge, he and his adjutant, young 
Moore, placed themselves in front of the bih troop, 
which was the one directly opposite the nearest face 
of the square. The other Moore. Malcolmsons, and 
Spens came the least thing behind, riding knee to 
knee, with spurs in their hor»es' ilanks, M if racing 
after a stag. In the rear of them rushed the dark 
troopers of the ;>d, mad to avenge the death of poor 
Malt.-t at Bushire. Iu spite of steel, tire, and bullets, 
they tore down upon the nearest face of the devoted 
square. As they approached, Forbes was shot 
through the thigh and S]>ens's horse was v ounded; 
but unheeding they swept onward. Daunted by 
the flashes and the tire aud the nuhe and crackle of 
the musketry, the younger Moore's horse swerved as 
thev came up. Dropping his sword from his hand 
and* letting it hang by the knot at his w rist, he 
caught up the reins in both hands, screwed his 
horse's head straight, aud then coolly, as if riding 
at | fence, leaped him at the square. 

If, therefore, any man can be said to have l>ecn 
first, the younger "Moore is that man. Of course 
the horse fell MM dead upon the bayonets; so did 
his brother's, riddeu with equal courage and deter- 
mination. The elder Moore, 18 stone in weight and 
0 feet I or therealntuts in height, cut his way out on 
foot. Maicomson took one foot out of his stirrup 
when he saw his brother oflicer down and unarmed 
(fir his sword had been broken by the fall), and. 
holding on to that, the younger Moore escaped. The 
barrier once broken and the entrance once made, 
through it poured the avenging troopers. On and 
over everything they rode, till, gettiug clear out, 
they reformed on the" other side, wheeled and swept 
back— a second wave of ruin. Out of oOO Persian 
soldiers of the first regular regiment of Fars, who 
comi>osed that fated square, only 20 escaped to tell 
the title of i ts destruction. 

Tiik Nicaragua Stkamsiui* Dkcisiox ix Favor 
of Vanlkrrilt. — U. S. DMi'iet Court — 0. Hoff- 
man, J. — Cornelius Vanderbdt vs. sttamers Cortes, 
Pacific, Brother Jonathan, and I'ncle Sam. — This suit 
was brought some time ago by libelant to get the 
above Nicaragua Transit Company's steamers from 
C. K. Garrison, who took possession of them when 
the Walker government declared the charter of the 
Company null and void, under a lien which he ob- 
tained by loaning the Company some $40,000 or 
$50,000. Vauderbilt claims possession of the ves- 
sels under a mortgage given to him by the Compa- 
ny for the loan of 690,000. Garrison's counsel 
maintains that Vanderbilt received the mortgage 
after the Companv had been dissolved by tbe Ri- 
vas decree, and tnerefore it could not hold good, as 
there was in reality no Company in existence to give 
a mortgage. On the other hand, the opposite coun- 
sel maintain that the Hivas decree amounts to no- 
thing, for the reason that it did not come from the 
legitimate Government of Nicaragua, and that ac- 
cording to the maritime laws the lien of Garrison 
could not hold good, as the money was advanced 
while he was acting as agent for the Transit Com- 
pany. Judge Hoffman rendered a decision in favor 
of Vanderbilt, and ordered that the vessels be given 
up to him unless the case is appealed withiu ten 
days. Messrs. Crockett and Page, counsel for Gar- 
rison, intend appealing the case to the Circuit 
Court. 

The new Archbishop of Paris took the usual oath 
of office in the Tuileries. At the end of the cere- 
monial, the Emperor, unexpectedly, threw himself 
on his knees, before the eminent Cardinal, and soli- 
cited his first benediction. The Empress and the 
Prince Imperial were favored likewise with an af- 
fectionate blessing. Napoleon III has completed 
his fiftieth year, and testifies some religious senti- 
ment. 

Courtney Y. James, Esq., son of G. P. It. James, 
the British Consul for Virginia, was wounded in 
one of the recent engagements in Nicaragua. Mr. 
J. was a practitioner at the bar in Richmond, until 
about two months since, when he left to share the 
fortune and misfortune of Gen. Walker. His wound 
is a serious one, though, it is believed, not fatal. 

A negro man named John Thompson was at a por- 
ter-house about three miles from Jersey City, on 
Monday, when liquor was given him until he waa 
able to'drink no more. A man named David Keene, 
and others, then poured some down his throat. After 
this they saturated his hair with camphene. and set 
fire to it. He was then rather roughly handled,

They will all 
be treated as traitors and spies, and punished ac- 
cordingly. The |>ei!alties against shipmasters who 
bring them into the country are \ ery heavy. 

Stock of Provisions ox thk Upper Missis- 
sippi. — The St. Ixmis Merchants' Exchange Import- 
er has the following statement of the amount of mess 
pork, bulk meat, and lard held in St. Louis and on 
the rivers aliove on the oth iust: 

Pork. 10.500 bbls, of which one-half is held by a 
sinirle house in this city. 

Lard, 6,:>0<> tierces and bbls, seven-eighths held by 
one house in this city. 

Hacon and Hulk "Pork, 8.000.000 lbs, (al*>ut one- 
half of last year's stock at this time), of which 
6,000,000 tbs are held by two honsss in this city. 

The Iieporter also gives the stocks at Cincinnati 
on the Cth iust., derived from a source there of the 
greatest reliability, as follows: 3,000 bids of lard, 
with very little in the hands of manufacturers; 
9,000 bids mess pork, one-half of which is sold and 
awaits shipment; 11,000,000 tbs bulk pork and bacon. 

The stock here on the l*t inst. was lf>,000 bbls, but 
Fince mor t than half of it has been shipped, nearly 
all on orders for consumption. There are very few 
sides in market, and the stock of shoulders is mode- 
rate. Of hams there is a pretty good stock, but as 
every description of meat is scarce, a better demand 
has prevailed for them. There is very little laid in 
this market. 

The reporter, from which we have above quoted, 
says: 

It will 1* perceived that the stocks in St. Louis 
and above are below those of last year— estimated by- 
many at a half less. Indeed, we learn from one 
large packer thai his amount of bulk meat at this 
time is 2.000.000 lbs, ag. inst 5,000.000 tbs last year 
same date. I'nder such circumstances it is hardly 
HWhahh that any diminution in prices can lie eject- 
ed, high as those prices are. The rates of other 
meats, as well as the light stocks, preclude any such 
probability; and it is well known that on account of 
the price of fresh meats, hams went into consump- 
tion this reason much earlier than usual. Advices, 
too, from all the important domestic market*, as 
well as foreign, show a simultaneous upward ten- 
dency. Our largest operators here concede that this 
statement of the Reporter is very nearly correct. 

iJjTThe New Orleans Picayune, of the 10th, con- 
tains further Mexican advices, wig take the follow- 
ing from it: 

Advices from the city of Mexico are to the 20th, up 
to which date we hr.vef«M Ides. The great struggle 
l»etwecu the civil and ecclesiastical powers has tak< n 
an entirely new turn, the Archbishop, to the surprise 
of irerybody, having left President Commonfort far 
behind in the work «f church reform. The occasion 
was a decree of the Government which revived an 
ancient law, providing in certain cases for religious 
services to the poor free of charge. So far from re- 
sisting it, the Archbishop immediately issued a 
formal circular letter, not only confirming the law 
but in effect making the priesthood henceforth de- 
pendent upon voluntary contributions instead of 
compulsory dues, imposed by the civil authority. 

Comments on this circular are as numerous as the 
point of view from which observation is made. Some 
pretend to see in it a treacherous insincerity, others 
think the real opinions of the Archbishop have been

The circular has created a rebellion in the church. 
The curates in a body have refused to obey its com- 
mands, and have resigned their charges" to avoid 
complying with it.

— The following remaiks 
of the New York Times upo:i the Burdell murder 
case are just and f jreible. We have no idea how- 
ever th:t the mystery of the murder in question 
will ever be revealed, and after ail there miy l>e no 
especial reason for any tremendous excitement in 
regard |a the murder of a rich and rather miserly 
old profligate in a city where the nightly murders of 
poorer but far worthier men excite little or no in- 
quiry: 

The r,urd< ll Murtlrr.—We trust that our city authori- 
ties wiliiuim.-iiuiUl. offer n large reward for such iulonua- 
tion as shall lead to tie d« Lection of the murderer of Dr. 
Burdell. There is now no other way in which this can be 
aceomplWli d. and there is no longer any excuse for our 
Mayor and Common Council W> r Ins;- or d< lav such action. 
lTevious to the late trial il would manifestly have liecn |m- 
proper to prejudge the action of the jury; and the ottVr of 
a reward at that time would have been e-iuivalent to a de- 
claration that the] art iet> indicted were not guilty, lint 
this conclusion has uow been deri-ively and finally estab- 
lished. The coroner's iu<iu<st, the grand jury, and the 
criminal courts have .-i.-iialli nud utterly failed in th< ir at- 
tempts to explore and d.'v. lo;i this teirible crime. It is 
now tine' for the Government to iuterpose and u*e all the 
means within Us reach for the accomplishment of this ob- 
ject. 

As matters stand now. it is perfectly evident that no 
further effort* will U- uiude to fathom this mystery. No 
one ha- any in ten st in its disclosure. The regulartribunals 
have exhausted their power* and discharged their duty. 
The partie* accused have been declared innocent. The re- 
lative.- ( f the victim have no reason and no disimsition to 
push in juiry into tint cause* of his death, and are ap- 
parently ab-orlied in the struggle u>r the pro|*Tty he left 
behind t im. The taper appciitc of the public for a victim 
for justice has been dulled by delay, and has given plas- 
ty upathy aud indifference. Vet there i*inthe public mind 
a profound desire lor the discovery of the murderer, and 
a deep conviction that the city and law will be indelibly 
disgraced if such, a crime, so committed, is left shrouded 
in oarknes.- and allowed to go unpuuished. 

There chould be offered at oucc a reward of.rire thou- 
sand tiuilar* for such information a* will lead to the dis- 
eoven of the MHh, Such an offer might prove utterly 
unavailing: but if it should, the city would lose nothing in 
monev and would gain something in credit; for it will cer- 
tainly reflect disgrace upon u- if this horrible crime is al- 
lowed to i*ss wit n no further effort at investigation. But 
we have strong confidence that such a reward would lead 
to the detection of the asnassin. The disclosures of the re- 
cent trial have thrown a good deal of light u|on the de. d 
itself, although they have done nothiug toward* fastening 
it* guilt •!!•••:, any individual. Hut they have redu ed it to 
a moral certainty that the murder was committed by some 
l>err<>i: o' her than the annate* of the house. They have 
rendered it almost certain that if it could be ascertained 
where and with whom Dr. Iiurdeli spent the evening, from 
5 o'clock until he returned to hi* own room, a clue would 
be obtained which would lead to the detection of hi* mur- 
derer. Now this is precisely the kind of information 
which a large reward would elicit. If there are several 
]>artie* who know where he was during that interval, some 
of them may be restrained from disclosing that knowledge, 
not from consciousness of guilt themselves, but from an 
unwillingness to g. t others into trouble. These scruples 
would disa; ;•• ar under the *timnlu* of a large reward. 
The police, who thus far seem to have been inactive and 
it-efficient throughout thi* whole affair, would have fresh 
motive* for vigorous exertion, and would be Very likely to 
accomplish some useful and valuable result.

By this arrangement it is supposed that IhiHi the 
pro-slavery and free State politicians, in getting the 
Congressmen and other spoils of a new State, will 
be satisfied, and that the speculators in lands, town 
lots, w hite settlers anil niggers will also be satisfied, 
and al>ove all, that a great treaty of peace will fol- 
low lietween the North and the South. This is the 
real plan of Gov. Walker. 1 he other plan of abid- 
ing by the Territorial laws and of sustaining the 
rights of the |>eop!e, is only the tub thrown out 
to amuse the whale and the gudgeons.
